Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments would provoke new 1 12 rejections. For examples Only: 
Claim 1, section e) recites "..recycling at least part of a condensate from a condensation stage to said bottoms 
product, wherein . ..the bottoms product serves as a heat carrier for the condenser before being recycled 
to the evaporator", whereas, claim 5, e.g., recites "condensate.. is recycled to the evaporator.." 
which is inconsistent therewith. That is, it would presupposed from the recitation in claim 1 that the 
condensate is recycled to the bottoms product and the bottoms product being recycled to the evaporator? 
See also claim 7. Likewise, claim 14 recites that the bottoms product is used for the condensation stages, 
whereas claim 18 recites that the bottoms product is distilled by flash evaporation which is inconsistent therewith. 
[A dependent claim incorporates every features recited in the independent claim and cannot change the limitation 
already recited in the independent claim]. 
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
